Contributions to campaign funds be- 
come matters of public record after 
election in the statements filed by party 
and campaign committees. 

In her talk with reporters Mrs. Croker 
indicated that she intended to make 
some gift to Tammany in the future. 
It also was rumored that she probably 
would make a gift of some kind to the 
National Democratic Club, of which 
Richard Croker was a miember and 
which he made his political headquar- 
ters in the last days of his leadership 
of Tammany. 

Mrs. Croker had visited the old club- 
house in Fifth Avenue, now torn down 
to make way for the construction of 
a department store building. She said 
she found the present clubhouse much 
pleasanter. The picture of her husband, 
which formerly hung in the Fifth Ave- 
nue clubhouse, is now in the most prom- 
inent position in the reception room of 
the club’s new “home.

PANAMA, Oct. 28.—Three members of 
the crew of the United States submar- 
ine O-5 were drowned at daybreak to- 
day, when the vessel was sunk in a 
collision. with the steamer Abangarez 
aat the Atlantic entrance of the Pan- 
ama Canal. 

Seven other men went down with the 
submarine in six fathoms of water, but 
one came to the surface eight minutes 
later. 

At 11 o'clock tonight the other six 
were still in the submerged vessel and 
it was feared that they would perish. 
Efforts are being made to raise the 
craft immediately.

FARMERS KILL SEPARATISTS 


Loyalist Officials Meet Under

DUESSELDORF, Oct. 28 (Associated 
Press).—Plundering and violence have 
suddenly become so general and men- 
acing throughout the Ruhr that both the 
French and German authorities are be- 
ginning to realize that something dras- 
tic must be done to remdve the economic 
causes immediately. [Negotiations be- 
tween the Ruhr indus ists and French 
representatives looking to a resumption 
of work are reported in another dis- 
patch from Dusseldorf.) 

The pillaging of stores continued last 
night in the suburbs regardless of the 
curfew law, and the mobs were so ram- 
pant today that the Disseldorf police, 
who have been disarmed, dare not enter 
the district to face the looters who carry 
modern rifles, pistols and hand grenades. 

Several were killed or wounded over- 
night. The plunderers emptied a large 
liquor store in Kélnerstrasse in the nignt 
and dawn found dozens of men, women 
and children scattered along the streets, 
apparently dead. An examination dis- 


closed that all of them were suffering |‘ 


from a severe form of alcoholism.

DRESDEN, Oct. 28.—The Saxon Gov- 
ernment sat continuously from an early 
hour this morning until 9:30.P. M. It 
was finally decided to reject Chan- 
cellor Stresemann’s ultimatum requiring 
the resignation of the Cabinet. 

The decision was anggontet officially 
as follows: 

“The Saxon Government rejects the 
demand of the Chancellor that it should 
retire. There is no political justification 
for such a demand, nor is such a de- 
mand admissible on constitutional or 
legal grounds. 

“Only the Saxon Diet is legally em- 
powered to. dismiss the Saxon, Govern- 
ment. Until the Diet makes use of this 
power the Saxon Government will re- 
main at its post, It will, however, im- 
mediately give the Diet an opportunity 
to state its own decision,”’ 


BERLIN, Oct. 28 (Associated Press).— 
‘Immediately upon receipt of Dr. Zeig- 
ner’s reply refusing to comply with the 
Central Government's ultimatum Chan- 
cellor Stresemann announced that the 
Government woula appoiny a ciyil Gov- 
ernor for Saxony. He will be empow- 
ered to administer Saxony’s civil af- 
fairs until the present Communist-

Two Western Senators, Frazer of 
North Dakota, and WHEELER of: Mon- 
tana, announce that they will oppose 
tooth and nail the confirmation of 
Senator KeLLocc as Ambassador to 
‘England. In the very act they show 
how “ green ’’ they are in the Senate 
and how ignorant of the mysterious 
ways in which that body moves its 
wonders to perform. One of its funda- 
mental principles of belief and action 
is that any man who is‘a Senator, or 
who has been a Senator, has super- 
human fitness for any office on earth. 
Hence the custom of confirming in- 
stanter any Senator nominated for any 
post, usually without the formality of 
reference to a committee. The idea 
is that it would be superfluous and 
indeed almost sacrilegious to inquire 
into the qualifications of one who had 


assembly in the world.- The Senators 
concede .without question the argu- 
ment that anybody who had been of 
their charmed and majestic circle has 
thereby met the supreme test of fit- 
ness. Why ask for more? 

Automatic confirmation of this kind 
will almost certainly follow in the 
case of Mr. Ke.uoace if the President 
sends his name to the Senate.

THE REGULAR- ARMY PROBLEM. 
The Washington correspondent of 
The Army and Navy Journgl asserts 


"| that the‘regular army ‘‘ is not now 


“in a condition to take the field. im- 
‘* mediately in the event of hostilities, 
* as required by the National Defense 
act.’”” One explayation given is that 
it “was overworked in the training 
“camps and is in a demoralized con- 
‘* dition.” As a result the prospects 
of keeping the army up to its present 
strength by enlistments are not good. 
The complement is supposed to be 
125,000 men, but .that is only on 
paper. Desertions have increased dur- 
ing the past year, In the next seven 
months 60,000 men will have com- 
pleted their three years’ term of ser- 
vice. By June 30, 1924, the end of 
the fiscal year, 74,000 enlistments will 
have expired. At the present rate of 
re-enlistments the deficiencies will not 
be made up. ‘In some organizations 
the percentage of men who intend to 
remain in the service is small. Since 
Jan. 1 recruiting has not been brisk 
enough to give the Adjutant General’s 

Department much hope that the ranks 
can be filled during the remainder of 
the fiscal year. January showed the 
best record, 5,819 applicants being ac- 
cepted. In April and May the num- 
ber fell to 3,603 and 3,686. It is said 
that the army has suffered a net loss 
of from 1,000 to 1,500 men per month 
since the first of the calendar year. 

Conditions are so discouraging that 
the Adjutant General has made an ap- 
peal to the Officers’ Reserve Corps to 
obtain recruits for the regular estab- 
lishment. If the regular army can- 
not be kept up to its authorized com- 
plement of 125,000 men and 12,000 
officers,~the training of the National 
Guard and candidates for the Summer 
camps will soon become impracticable. 
Relief should be provided by Congress 
in the form of|a liberal appropriation 
for recruiting. This would permit of 
an expansion of the service having 
charge of it and the recasting of the 
plan of attracting candidates. Seldom 
has an Adjutant General faced a 
more difficult problem. 

If the regular army is not in a 
condition to take the field, it is he- 
cause its ‘training ‘leaves a good deal 
to be desired. ‘The officers are effi- 
cient and willing, but ‘there are not 
enough of them ‘to do the regimental 
work thoroughly,.direct the instruction 
of the National Guard, and. conduct 
the Summer. training camps.

LIFE INSURANCE T G. 

Within a couple of days there were 
published a list. of 120 Americans car- 
rying between one and five millions of 
life insurance apiece, with the an- 
nouncement by the Southérn Pacific 
Railway that it had- insured 90,000 
employes for a total of $100,000,000. 
The former fact is of ‘personal inter- 
est chiefly, and is rather insurance of 
business interests than insurance of 
the comfort of the earner’s depen- 
dents. The group insurance of. rail- 
way workers is only “remotely an in- 
surance of business interests. It is 
chiefly substantial proof of good-will 
toward the workers who have helped 
the railway to make its profits- while 
getting wages certified as fair without 
the insurance gift. 

It is not to be assumed that those 
who regulate railway finances will ob- 
ject to such’ use of railway funds, 
because they might have been directed 
to reducing rates. It has amply been 
proved that railways are more effi- 
cient, and that yates tend to fall, 
when railway profits are largest. If 
thegood-will shown by the railway is 
repaid in kind by its insured workers, 
there can be no doubt that the gost 
of the insurance will be well earned 
by the enlarged business at the fixed 
rates. If the railway reckons that 
tHe bonus increases stability of em- 
ployment and lessens strike chances, 
that is a by-product, an “ added at- 
traction’’ as the movie advertise- 
ments say, by no means objectionable 
on either public or private grounds, | 25 
There are many other examples of the 
kind attesting a new and better spirit 
of employers toward workers. . In all 
candor, may not the workers be 
asked to make a suitable résponse? 

The great growth of life insurance 
is one $f the most encouraging signs 
of the tifnes. In the first nine months 
of this year over four billion dollars-of 
new. life insurance was sold by lead- 
ing compantfeés alone, with consider- 
able additions from companies not in- 
cluded in the survey. This is attrib- 
uted in part to the advertisement 
of the benefits of life~insurance 
by the Government’s war risk in- 
surance. In the five previous years, 
when life insurance was sold to re- 
hictant buyers, the total new. business 
was under seventeen billions. In the 
next five years the total sold was over 
thirty-eight billions. _ In 1921. there 
was. some reaction, but 1922 and 
1923 show a revival to a rate double 
the pre-war, although in 1918 there 
were forty billions of Government life 
insurance alone. As the life insur- 
ance business was thought marvelous

Few businesses reflect general condi- 
tions more “quickly or thoroughly 
than life insurance; and -of that. sign 
of the times the genuineness is at- 
tested by the burdens assumed by 
those paying for the protection of 
their dependents. 


BIRTHPLAGES OF PRESIDENTS. 

THEODORE RoosEvELT is the only 
President of the United States who 
was born in a great city. The only 
other President born in a city of con-) 
siderable size was Mr. Tart: Cincin- 
nati at the time of his birth had a 
population of not more than 150,000. 
Three Presidents were .born in towns 
that had not then grown into cities. 
The two ADAMSESs in Quincy, Mass., 
and ANDREW JOHNSON in Raleigh, 
N. C. All the. other Presidents were 
born in villages or small towns or 
the actual country. WASHINGTON was 
born near Bridges Creek in Virginia; 
Jackson near Cureton’s Pond, N. C.; 
LINcoLN near Hodgenville, Ky.; 
Harpinc near Blooming Grove, Ohio, 
and Coonmcs amid the silences of a 
granitic cradle near the village of 
Plymouth, Vt. Among. those born in 
villages’ or smal} towns were Van 
Buren in Kinderhook, N. Y.; Grant 
in Point Pleasant, Ohio, and. CLEvs- 
LAND: in the Presbyterian manse at 
Caldwell, N. J. 

Many of the Presidents were born 
on the farm, and all of them .except 
Mr. -Roossvett had an essentially 
rural environment. This was to be 
expected, for most of the boys in the 
first century of our national life were 
of country birth and bréeding. In 
WasuINGTon’s youth all the boys born 
in the same year with him could be 
seated in the Harvard Stadium or the 
Yale Bowl. There were virtually no 
city boys. -It.is-only within a quarter 
of a century that the United States 
has-ceased to be predominantly agri-

NOTHING FOR NOTHING. 

The Actors’ Equity Association has 
refused to let its members take part 
in a play to be broadcast by radio un- 
less they get paid for it. Musica¥ 
composers are increasingly reluctant 
to let their sonzs be used without. pay- 
ment, Managers of singers are get- 
ting over -e idea that broadcasting 
Was such g00d publicity that singers 
should sing for nothing. Cdnsequent- 
ly we hear laments that the enter- 
tainment now offered to radio users 
may have to be curtailed. 

For two years past the man who 
owns a radio set has been getting 
free entertainment that -would cost 
him $15 or $20 a day if he bought 
tickets at theatres or concert halls. 
This has been given to ‘him because 
the- manufacturers of radio sets want 
to build up a public for their wares, 
and because actors, artists and com- 
posers have often displayei a curious 
willingness to serve the radio with no 
tangible reward except the’ publicity 
thereby gained. Mr. ZiEcretp might 

as'well say that he shouldn’t be asked 

to pay Miss Fanny Bsrice a salary, 
since he gives her an opportunity to 
perform before a couple of thousand 
people every night and thus keep !cr 
name before the public. 
- If broadcasting stations have to pay. 
the market price for what they get, 
like all other agencies of entertain- 
ment, the time will come when many 
stations will tave to send out what- 
ever they can get free or else shut 
down. : The difficulty lies‘in the fact 
that so far the radio consumer has 
been profiteering at the expense both 
of artist and of broadcaster. The 
broadcaster has been breaking even by 
selling radio sets, but as the market 
becomes saturated ‘his profit will di- 
minish, and may not be materially 
sustained by the sale of improved sets 
to old consumers. The _ condition 
which has prevailed in the radio in- 
dustry is:: bout the same as would 
exist in the automobile industry if 
every purchaser of a car got free gaso- 
line, whenever he wanted it, from 
any automobile manufacturer. 

Should owners of sets pay an annual 
license fee it would still be Possible, 
pending the invention of, some sort of 
meter or locking device, £ those who 
had paid nothing to hear the programs 
broadcast to those who had paid. 
Doubtless the manufacturers could 
absorb some of this loss by increasing 
the price of sets; unless artists can be 
induced to go on #'-.ng one sort of 
service or anoti .¢ for nothing, they 
very likely will. But elaborate and ox- 
pensive broadcasting stations are not 
going to be maintained after they 
cease to be profitable. The problem is 
to find a method of payment for the 
service which will fall equitably on all 
who use it.

Steps Taken to Preserve the Home 
by the Acting Mayor. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of Mrs. H. Croswell, Tuttle 
appearing in Your issue of Oct. 24 and 
taking to task the city authorities for 
alleged indifference in the matter of 
the acquisition of the Colonial home ot 
Alexander’ Hamilton brings to mind the 
sagacious observation of Josh Billings, 
“It is not so much the ignorance of the 
people as it is the things they know 
that are not so.” A little investigation 
would often save much white paper con- 
sumed in the making of an unfounded 
¢omplaint. 

The preservation of Hamilton Grange 
has particularly interested the Fresi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, who 
lives but a few short blocks distant. 
Early in the Summer he suggested the 
removal of the mansion to the city- 
owned property at the southeast corner 
of 141st Street and-~Convent Avenue. 
This site is @ part of the original 
Hamilton farm and adjoins the Hamil- 
ton Memorial Gate at the College of the 
City of New York. 

Aside from sentimental reasons im- 
pelling to the preservation of historical 
relics; Presidént Hulbert’s suggestion 
was prompted by the very practical con- 
sideration of protecting ' the Colonial 
home from being completely hemmed 
in and dwarfed by a new apartment 
house whose tower construction was 
taking place at the north side of the 
Grange> The ‘suggestion for the re- 
moval to the’ new location was accom- 
panied by a request to the Park Com- 
missioner for an estimate of cost. Park 
Commissioner Gallatin advised the Act- 
ing Mayor, under date of Sept. 22, that 
such an estimate of cost was being pre- 
pared. 

This brief résumé of facts is presented 
as indicating that Acting Mgyor Hul- 
bert is no less interested in things his- 
torical than those of, the pressing present 
day, and that as the first representa- 
tive of the Heights in the Board of 
Estimate his always deep interest in 
that section has been stimulated to in- 
creased activity.

The Public Bducation Association of 
the City of New York has attacked the, 
investigation of the Board of Exam- 
iners of the city school system by 
George J. Ryan, acting for the Board 
of Edycation.

In a statement 
given out yesterday the assgciation 
says: 

“Politics in the conduct of the public 


is carried to such length as this {nves- 
tigation has carried it, it is disgraceful, 
That the close of the investigation will 
not closé the issue is practically as- 


now under way to renew agitation -for 
the spoils bills. 

“Tt will only require the decision of 
the committee of one in the investiga- 
tion that .something must be done to 
make the rules more regular and the 
methods more methodical to bring forth 
in all its glory the bill which would 
create a permanent Chairman of the 
Board, a little czar of examiners, with 
all the powers, now delegated among 
the seven members, centered in one man 
chosen by the Board of Education, to 
hold office during good behavior or 
some equally innocuous period. It is 
therefore toward the approaching legis- 
lative session which those who are in- 
terested in protecting the schools from 
politics must look. 

“The investigation of the .board as a 


whole has had from its very inception 
the appearance of a well-timed smoke 
screen, for it followed directly the pre- 
ferment of charges by six members of 
the board against alleged irregularities 
of Mr. Sheehan It appeared until the 
last hearin. that Mr. Sheéhan was to 
be protected, and the character and ef- 
—— of the board be brought into 
ute. 

“If Panything were needed to stren 
en the disinterested observer in 
surmise, it could easily be found in the 
appointment of Edward Mandel as As- 
sistant Superintendent a few weeks 
ago, when the first opportunity was 
taken by the Board of cation to re- | 
ward the man who was the author of 
one and the most vigorous supporter of 
both of the so-called spoils bills, which, 
in a word, aimed to discredit the Board 
of Examiners and to undermine the en- 
tire merit system.” 

The association comments on the fact 


whom the other members of the Board 
of Examiners had accused .of irregular- 
ity, thus precipitating the investigation, 

“was cattle usly enough called upon to 
explain the methods under- which the 
board operates.’’ 

On the contrary, the association points 
out, in the examination of James 
Byrnes, a member of the Board of Ex- 
aminers and one of the accusers of Mr.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—The financial 
markets were influenced last week. by 
a number of pronouncements of first- 
class: importance regarding financial 
and , political policies. . These public 
statements have accorded closely with- 
the views of the London banking com- 
munity; General: Smuts, Mr. Mc- 
Kenna and Mr:.. Baldwin all spoke in 
@ manner which put a certain amount 
of fresh heart into the wearied and 
disappointed markets. 
The City naturally gives the fore- 
most place to the Prime Minister’s 
emphatic contradiction of the. silly 
talk of British currency inflation. The 
recent denial of the Minister of Labor 
that it was the Government’s inten- 
tion to inflate the currency in order 
to relieve unemployment seemed to be 
quite without effect in laying this 
bogy of inflation. Last Monday it 
was revived with vigor and added de- 
tail, and worked considerable dam- 
age upon sterling. 
Tuesday's Fall in Sterling. 


Tuesday’s precipitate fall in the New 
York and London rate to the year’s 
lowest level must be directly ascribed 
to ved fear that an unsound cur- 
rency policy was actually to be adopt- 
ed in England. Large business houses 
both here and on the Continent, 
alarmed at the possibility of having 
to pay more for dollars which they 
knew they.must acquire within the

ROME EXPECTS LOWER

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ROME, Oct. 28.—The Italian market 
has at no time been surprised at the de- 
cline in the lira, in the franc and in 
sterling during recent months, or at the 
slowness of the recovery in the face of 
recent events. The reparations question 
is recognized here as the outstanding 
reason for the unsettlement in French 
and Italian exchange, but the fall in 
sterling is distinctly ascribed to the ef- 
fect on Great Britain's export trade and 
the inability or unwillingness of Euro- 
pean markets to buy. goods with their 
usual freedom.

STOPPING SUBSIDIES 
IN RUHR HELPS BANK 
Bat German Government’s Float- 


ing Debt Has Nevertheless Risen 
to 408 Quadrillions.

BERLIN, Oct. 28.-The last Reichs- | 
bank return, covering -tonditions as of 
Oct. 7, showed perceptible decrease in 
the strain on credit and the pace of 
paper inflation. . Thi8was mainly due 
to the very large cuftailment in the 
Government’s subsidies to the Ruhr. 
Commercial bills - increased 2,941 
trillions ahd Treasury bilis by 25,015 
trillions, the two having risen 33 trillions 
the preceding week. Note circulation 
increased. 18,704 trillions to 46,933 trff- 
lions. ‘That these totals are lohg out of 
date, however, is shown by the Finance 
Ministry's Jast ten-day reports. 

Between the ist and 10th of Octo- 
ber expenditure was 43,230 trillions, rev- 
enue only 393 trillions. The daily loss 
on the railroads was 1,300 trillions. 
Floating debt on Oct. 10 was 49 quad- 
rillions, but on the 22d had reached 408 
quadrillions, Nevertheless, one hun- 
dredth part of the expenditure was 
covered out of taxation, as against only 
one five hundredth in the proceding 
“decade report.”

CURRENCY CRISIS 


Shortage of Cash Acute Despite 
Issues of Paper Marks by 
Quadrillions. 








WORKERS THREATEN STRIKE

Paper Money Being lesued All Over 
Germany — Banks Applied for 
Quintiilion Marks in One Day. ; 
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week the troubles in Bavaria, Saxony 
and the Rhineland were eclipsed in 
public attention by a new and very 
sudden aggravation of the shortage of 
cash to meet requirements under the 
violently rising prices. The Reichsbank 
failed even more dismally than it did 


in August to meet needs, and was in 
consequences besieged for twelve hours 
by hundreds of bank messengers with 
motor Cars, who got only a fraction of 
what they asked for. Already on Thurs- 
day the: daily demand for cash: had 
Tisen to one quintillion marks, whereas 
the bank’s daily printing capacity was 
only 300 quadrillions. 

This threatened an inabiJity to meet 
industrial payrolls. Further, workmen 
had begun to talk of a general strike if 
not paid wages in stable money. An- 
other danger comes from agriculturists, 
as farmers are how flatly refusing to 
deliver goods in exchange for paper 
marks. 


States and Districts Issuing Money. 


Owing to the Federal Cabinet’s delay, 
Bavaria, Baden, Hamburg, Hanover 
and other States and districts have be- 
gun issuing local ‘stable money.” 
Baden’s is secured on State forests. 
Hanover’s is in “unit weights” of rye 
and is secured on land. <A Govern- 
ment decree has authorized industrial 
concerns to issue their own stable 
money on condition that they deposit 
with the Reichsbank an equivalent 
value in the federal gold lean. As a 
result of the ‘“‘cash panic’ the Govern- 
ment has accelerated its own currency 
measures. First, it has authorized Ber- 
lin City to issue three million gold 
marks’ worth of stable money in de- 
nominations of one dollar and a quarter 
dollar. Secondly, the Finance Ministry 
yesterday put into circulation as cur- 
rency small “gold loan bonds’ of values 
between ten and fifty cents. Thirdly, 
the new “‘rentenmark” is being printed, 
and rentenmark coins of values one to 
fifty “renteh pfennigs’’ are being coined. 
Technically ‘all this money is unsecured 
and will remain stable only if the 
promise to limit issues is kept and if 
the -nation accepts the Government's 
guarantee that holders will lose noth- 
ing in buying power. 

Uaempleyed in the Ruhr. 

~ From Monday on, the unemployed in 
the Ruhr will number 100,000 out of 
550,000, but complete cessation of work 
appears to have been for the moment 
dvoided.. Stresemann in private con- 
versation has declared that the cur- 
rency question overshadows all others. 
He is distinctly optimistic about the Ba-

Opinion Divided on Baldwin's 

Speech—Bad Trade Gets Hear-

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LONDON, Oct. 28.—The Premier's 
declaration on the tariff question in 
his speech of Thursday, in which he 
stated his belief that “the only way of 
fighting’ the unemployment problem 
‘is by protecting the home market,” 
brought financial discussion abruptly 
from the economic to the political field.

His intimation of a possible general 
election based on the tariff question has 
been somewhat disturbing to sentiment, 
though chiefly because Stock Exchange 
business usyally suffers in advance of 
and during! an election. Furthermore, 
it is felt in the City that .upon so 
highly controversial a matter as a pro- 
tective tariff polity there would be great 
risk of breaking up existing political 
parties, whereby the Government might 
be distinctly enfeebled. 

The opinion is rather freely expressed, 
however, that even an aétual change 
from free trade to protection might find 
gfeater support at the present time than 
at any previous period. This would be 

merely because every one is seeking 
more or less_blindly for relief from the 
great affliction of unemployment. It 
would not be for any love for protective 
tariffs in the financial community;

Nefther the stock market nor the ex- 
change market considered the political 
events In the Rhineland as a necessarily 
unfavorable element; but, as a matter 
of fact, financial interests have seemed 
to pay little attention to the Separatist 
movement. I find that financial! circles, 
usually well informed, are satisfied that 
the French authorities have been strictly 
neutral toward the present Separatist 
revolt. 

France and the Rhineland. 

They admit that, since the Rhineland 
has always served as a basis for past 
aggression by Germany toward France, 
there would be satisfaction in seeing the 
Rhineland get free from the exclusive 
domination of Prussia. But even those 
financial authorities who hold this view 
have counted rather on a gradual] eto- 
nomic affiliation of the Rhineland with 
countries to the west of it than on any 
revolutionary stroke such as that of the 
past week. The principal manager of 
this demonstration is considered to be 
an agitator without any real mandate 
from the people. 

Opinion in such well-pagted: financial 
circles is that both France and Belgium 
believe the present movement to be pre- 
pared wholly without their knowledge 
and not to have been of a nature to 
succeed. Tho Government, in other 
words, is thought to be passively watch- 
ing the course of events and contenting 
itself with the existing plan of using 
the Ruhr as an instrument of pressure 
upon Germany with a view to compel- 
ling her to return her promised pay- 
ment. 


The French Business Situation. 


It is admitted that the general busi- 
ness situation is rather unfavorable, 
though neither domestic trade develop- 
ments nor the foreign trade situation ts 
of a character to induce any important 
selling movement on the Bourse. “ The 
market hae for several weeks pursued a 
very cautious policy. 

In foreign exchange the outstanding 
incident of the past week was the fall 
in the dollar value of sterling.

The fall of the’ German mark to a 
basis “of ‘worthlessnéss constitutes a 
catastrophe of such gravity to the na- 
tional economy that Italian financial 
circles find it difficult: to make pre- 
dictions. It is not felt to be clear 
whether, as in Russia, a struggle may 
not begin between the farmers and the 
unemployed industrial workers, when the 
workers cannot buy necessary f 
from the farmers, owing to the lack of 
circulating money with any value and of 
machinery for exchange of goods. 

The Italian marketalso has misgiv- 
ings as to whether the international 
conference, even if it were to solve the 
political problem, could avert the eco- 
nomic catastrophe which is overtaking 
Germany. For Italy, the failure to ob- 
tain the coal and other reparations de-

Banker’s Summer Home and 
Contents at Mount Kisco. 
Completely Destroyed. 


Family Had Packed Up. Silver and 
» Linen ‘to Take South for 
the Winter.

MOUNT KISCO, N. Y., Oct. -28.—Fire 
early this morning completely destroyed 
the Summer home of Eliphalet N. Pot- 
ter of the New York Stock Exchange 
firm of Potter & Co., at 5 Nassau. Street. 


Brook’’ was a two and a half story fraine 
structure and was one of the finest resi- 
dences in this vicinity. All the contents, 
including silver, linen and household 
geets which had been packed yesterday 
or shipment to Alen, 8.

When the fire was discovered by Mr. 
Potter, who was sleeping In 
across Byram Road, fro . 
apparently had already gained . twenty- 
minute start. He — in the alarm 
to Mount Kisco, and roused — —— 
quartered in their-own house elsewhere 
on the forty-acre estate, but that 
time it was impossible to enter the 
house, as the flames were then burstin, 
from all doors and ‘windows. The Mutua 
Hose and Engine Company 1. and 
the Independent re Company, both-vol- 
unteer organizations, made a record mile 
and a quarter run from Mount Kisco, 
bringing three engines and two nose 
waaeaer including the new prize-winning 
$12,800 Seagraves pumper of the Inde- 
pendent Company. 

Hose lines were paid but to hydrants 
600 to 1,250 feet away and triple streams 
under full head were thrown into the 
— — structure. But too great head-. 

way had been gained, and soon the. roof 
fell, followed ‘shortly by the walls, and 
finally the floors lapsed, dropping the 
wreckage with a roar into the stone 
basement.
